Green Dot Scam Victim Calls Local Walmart Negligent

A Walmart store in Billings 
reportedly refused to refund 
the money Melissa Hansen 
lost when she bought a prepaid 
debit card that turned out to 
be tampered with and ren- 
dered unusable by a scammer. 
Neither will the card issuer,

resolution. 

Hansen said back on August 
26, she went to Walmart off King 
Ave. West to transfer money toa 
friend. She decided to go with a 
Green Dot prepaid card.
